00 
to be raised in 1973 by taxes, with the provision that the Selectmen 
be authorized to borrow the $3,500.00 if the bridge can be construc-

7. To see if the Town will vote to appropriate $20, 000. 00; 
for its purpose of making improvements to Class V roads within the 
Town, such sum to be raised through the issuance of bonds or notes 
under and in compliance with the provisions of R.S.A. 241:2 as 
amended. And further to determine the location of said improve- 
ments, and to authorize the Selectmen to take such steps as deemed 
necessary to negotiate such bonds or notes as shall be to the best 
interest of the Town of Sullivan. 


8. To raise and appropriate such sums of money as may be 
judged necessary to provide and maintain adequate Public Library 
service, or to supplement funds otherwise provided. 


9. To raise and appropriate such sums of money as may be 
judged necessary for the operation of the Fire Department and the 
purchase and maintenance of equipment. 


10. To see if the Town will vote to add to the Capital Reserve 
Fund, for the purchasing of new Highway Equipment, the sum of 
$5, 753.77 and to designate the Selectmen as agents of the Town to 
make withdrawals from said fund to carry out the purposes for 
which it was established.

13. To see if the Town will vote to raise and appropriate the 
sum of $150.00 to support the Monadnock Family & Mental Health 
Service, or take any action thereon.
